This, 
u: effect, often mcuni no voting 
and pmpertty righis. Several 
Northern States passed Black 
Uws. indudijig Illinois, In diana 
and Oregon, whidi had anli- 
immigratiüi: clauses incórporat- 
ed into their state constitutifms.

CYRUS VANCE: WAR HAWK COMES 
HOME TO ROOST 


Washington, D.C l — Amid 
the uproar over Jimmy Carter 's 
cl ion of several of his Cabine t 
jitemLurs from the elite, power- 
fut r l r ilatt>rali Commission, his. 
nnmination of racist Atlanta 
appeals eourt judge Griffin Bell 
as aUurney general-designaie 
and the resulting furor over Bel! s 
membership ir. several pil- White 
clubs, etxposure of oiher contro* 
versial appointmerus by the slick 
Georgia peau ut farmer bas been 
vwlually neglected particularly 
that of Cyrus Yar.ce, 

Although inar.y Blacks know 
little about the nexl L’.S. secrê- 
tary of stalt, Vance ïs no stranger 
Lo the Black communilv. 

In July, 1967. Cyrus Van Cc was 
in the Street® of downtown 
Detroit, ovcrseeing the fnur-day 
assault by U S paratrnnps and 
national units aimed at crushing 
the popular Black rebel Non therc. 

In 1968, Vance headed the 
9,000 Ü.S. federal troops ihen 
President Johnson seri in Lo pui 
dmvr, the spontaneous Washing¬ 
ton* D.C . rebellicHi lhat foilowed 
the assassination of Dr. Martin 
Lulher Kïng.

In all, 62 in mates were iodicted 
fur crimes resulting from ihe 
September 9-!3 r 1971 r uprising 
whiJe only une gutird was En- 
dicted Due to this injustke, 
lawyers for Attica inmötes 
charged the courts with "selec- 
live prosecotion'" as New York 
Suite corrcction&i officers and 
state troopers were not held 
nccountablè for the countJess 
atrocities committed against the 
Attica prison pppuLation. 

Guards and state trappers 
murdered 43 persons, including 
10 hosiage guards, on ‘ Öloody 
MundayV September 13, 1971, 
the day the prison was forcihly 
retaken. 

In a statement issued by 
Governor Carey, he admÜtted that 
at least 20 “state officers and 
employees L should be disciplined

Wlien the prosecution resied 
ita case. Charles Garry, on the 
morning of August 11), movfd for 
another mis trial. He based his 
mot ion on the tact that it was 
impüssible for me to receive a fair 
trial in Oaklnnd becmise of the 
^imosphere of hatred, violonoe, 
and controversy.

Lot instance, the dispatdmr

“Suspect ’ and stalling thal I was 
wearinga tan jacket . Half an huur 
later, he inexplicably sent out 
another bulletin that 1 was 

weaïmg dark dot hing, Henry 
Grier. too, had mentioned in his. 
interview with Ir.specLnr McCon- 
nell a "pee-wee" type wearing a 
tan jacket. Was the re a third 
person an» wering this doscription 
at the scène? Thmughrmt the trial 
Jensen never altowed this possi-* 
bility io be suggested to the jury, 
even tbaugh the police had 
intérviewed witnèssés who had 
heard the shots and arrived at the 
scene seconds after the shooting. 
My lawyers even suspect that 
a number of peopïo in the area, 
worp close and had witnessed the 
incident. 

One woman, a Black prosliUite, 
told the police that she had seen 
three men running away in the 
direcLion of the gas station at the 
corner of Seventh Street and 
Willow Avenue. Another witness, 
a yuuog man. told the police that 
he had seen two cars speed in g 
away norih on Seventh Street. 
Jensen never cal led these people 
t<> testify because he wanted to 
creute the rnipression that I was 
the only peraon who could 
pftssibly have killed Frey. Yet 
tbe accnimts of ot hers wbü we re 
there Ujjd later Heane’s ow-n 
admissiun uL my ihkd trial that 
the re had been a third porson 
present I co ntrad icLed hietheory. 

Another pieeff of ovidencc thal 
Junseii foür.d hard to dismiss was 
the lawt^iok I was earrying when 
Frey orde red me u> the back of 
Heanes car. Charles Gurry 
puin led out that I could not very 
well have carried a gun and a 
lawhook in my right hand at the 
same time liüt even more crtldaJ 
was my reason for carrydng it. 
Readlng to the police from 
kawbooks was the only defense f 
had in case of unlawïul arrest. 

I had dtme it countless timos in 
the past. and ihere are hundreds 


of people in the Black community 
who have seen me dn it and erm 
LesLify chs.it ii w r as my eommon 
practice. 1 ee t ried it agaiti on the 
luonung rjf October 28- lo read the 
iaw to Officer Frey. It was an 
actiuti that .1 onsen could not 
dtetorl for his ow n ends. 

Pcrhaps Jensen's most griev- 
ous and callous omission during 
the entire trial was his failure to 
poitïL out that a vital word in the 
transcript of Grier a conversation 
wiLh lespee tor McConnell had 

been changed. Il watt only by 
accident that Charles Gnrry dis- 
covered that this word had been 
ir.correeüy transcribed by a typist 
ir> the district attorney s office 
from Lhe tape that Inspector 
McConnell had made with Grier. 

And vei this one word was so 
important ihsii it cölled into doubt 
Grier’s Identification of me from 
the picture McConnell showed 
lum at police headquartors* To 
makc maners wursc, Garry dis¬ 
co vcred this error only nfter the 
trial proper was over and the jury 
had been out deliberating the 
verdict for a day. 

Qn September 5, the jury 
requested to sec the transcript, 
and Judge Friedman called Garry 
and Jen&en into his chambers to 
ask them for a c opy. Th ere was no 
covirt copy fthe trial clerk had 
forgntten tn acquire one as 
evidenceh and Chnrles Garry had 
leut his only copy to someone 
dsv- 

So Jenser- went to get his and 
came bock with the original 
werking copy of the transcription.

Sevcnteen-year-old Kunta ar- 
rived in pre-Revolutlonary War 
American to Eind "strnnge" 
Black peopltd who were slaven to 
White people, or "toubob 11 as 
Kunta cajled them He was 
purchnscd by n planlfition. öwner 
in ypotsylvania Couiuy, Vdrginio, 
named John Weller. 

AJthoujfh Kunta did not vet 
onderstand the language of bis 
new country, he knew ihat he was 
deatined for life as a slave, 
Resolving that he would escape or 
die Irying. he fled Waller'a 
pUintaikm four times, The fourth 
time, afler he woutided tme of the 
profesai r •> na I sJ a ve - tak In e rs sent 
W capttire him. the sJave-catehers 
eui off bis right fooi His marters 
brother, Pr. William Wal Ier, kept 
Kun Ui front dying* and on ge red 
at the young African's maiming. 
subseqiumlly bought him trom 
his brolher. 

PROÖO MAN 

Kunta Kinle was above all a 
proud man John Wal Ier named 
him ' 'Toby,'' hut in Kunta's mind 
hp was alwaya Kunta Kinte from 
the villa ge of Juffure tn The 
Gambia. While most slaves in 
],4th and L9th century America 
adupted the Christian religion of 
iheh mastera, Kunta remained a 
Moslem, refusing to partieipate 
in the "proyer meetings" of his 
fellow sla vos on the Wal Ier 
plan lat ion. 

Al first, Kunia was Jonely, 
partïy because he coulcl not 
speak» in deed, was unwilling to 
spaak, Knglish. Although ho 
eventually kitrned the language, 
it was three years béfore he 
bothered to lalk lo the ether 
slaven with whom he dsiily 
worked. They considered 'the 


African" a strftnge man, but even 
though they did not understand 
his ways, they respected him. 
Kunta Kintecommanded respécL. 

After werking for a lime as a 
gard ener on "Massa" William 
Waller'a plantaticm. Kunta be- 
carne the doctor's driver, some- 
times spending weeks on the road 
with his owner who iraveled for 
rniles throughout Virgin ia to heal 
aick people 

PAST 4li 

Kunta waa past 40 when. he 
finally tooka wifc. Belle, Waller's 
Jongtjme cook and house servant 
who nursed Kuihk back lo heallh 
when the slave-catchers eut off 
his fout. Love did not mo Li va te 
Kunta to milrry Helle; rathpr, it 
was his obligaliün as a Mandtkan 
men to fniher chïldren and 
preserve his tribe. Howevcr, he 
had liked and respected Belle 
during the over ^0 years he bad 
kiiown her. and grew lo love her 
after their marriage. 

AVhtui Belle gave hirth to a girl f 
whom Kunta named lüzzy — 
Matvdikan for ' H you stay pul r 
IBelle's iwo other children had 


been suk! aw r ay from herl — 
Kunta knew that ihe blood of the 
Kin te s Wüuld continue Lo flow, 

Kunta was determined LhaL 
Kizzy would grow up knnwing 
about her Gombian heritage. 
From the time she wns old 
enough to understand, her father 
regularly told her of his life in 
Juffure befüre the sla vu tr aders 
brought him Lo Aanerica. 

When she was 16. Kizzy feil in 
love with a young slave man 
whom $he hclped to escape by 
writing him a fake "pass. He 
was subsequenlly captured, and 
vvhon Wallér learned of hor part 
In the escape, he revongefully 
sold her. Like h«r father before 
her, Ki/,£y wou ld never aguin see 
her family. 

Kizzy wrh snld to a "po b White 
cracker" named Tom Lea who 
lived in Nnrth Carolina. Lea 
owned Tivp alaves who worked his 
Heids while he pursued his great 
love. cockfighting, which ulti^ 
niately made him a ^emi-wealthy 
man.

In complcting an eighi-rnonth 
sLlilIv. the 13-tnonth-old commiL- 
Lee approved n huge sta ff report, 
re|Hsrls the AAn 1 Vork Times, on 
idl aparts and recommended the 
ré-estflblishmeni of the pütiel for 
cotuinuing the study and moiu- 
tnriug t )f spons’ problems. 

On baaebnll'g antitrust exGmp- 
tion, the report coimiiei-led, 
"Based on the informaiion avail- 
able to it, the committee has 
conduded thnl adequate justifi- 
C&tïon does not esisi for base- 
baPs special exemptinn from 
antitrust taws and that ils exernp- 
tión shoüld be removed in the 
context of overall spons’ antitrust 
reform, 

Abo the commïttee poinied out 
Lhat w'hïle baseball immunity was 
famihar to many, "r.ot so w^ell 
known is the Suprème Court a 
misrqading of Congre^gional in- 
Lentions ars this area and the 
matuier in wdiich baseball took 
advantage of the situaiion, , .to 
fashfcm for iiself a unkjue, envied 
and unassurable position in the 
business world. ’ The cominit- 
tee’-^ report was adopted unoni- 
mously ónly minutes bef ore the 
94th [longress ended. The House 
Committeeon Professional Spons 
was creatcd last spring after 
professional baseball refused to 
place a team in the District of 
Cölumbia to replaee the Wash¬ 


ington Senators, whü moved to 
Texas in 1971 . 

Baseball r unlike football, has- 
ketball and hockey, bas been 
exempl from lederal antitrust 
laws since a Suprème Couri 
deciaion in 1922. However, in 
1972 St, Louis Cardinals star Curt 
Plood balked at being traded to 
the Philadelphia Phillies without 
bis consent and brought soit. Two 
yc-ars later, a dividcd Supreme 
Cuurt rüled against Flood, hut 
dearly stfttcd it was up to 
Cüugress rather than the courts 
to determine ü baseball should bc 
phiced undér at.Litrust restric- 
tions. 

Since ihat time a federal court 
dccision in Lhe cases of Andy 
MessersmiLh and Have McNtdly 
Ims struck down baseball’s " re¬ 
serve rule,” which bound a

In Lts report, the House Com- 
mittee did not recommend that 
baseball be stripped of ils anti 
trust exemption immediately . In* 
stoad, in a 12-1 vote, the 
committee suggested thaL a suc-

"Chicken George" was a color- 
ful character who loved wojnen, 
drinking and gambling.

M atilda and 
George had eight children, six 
aoiia and two daughtera. As Kizzy 
had dune with George, he told hjs 
children of Ihelr Afrkan greau 
grandfather. 

VVhile George was away in 
Rngland working for a Brilish 
cockfigluer, Lca sold Matilda and 


the children to a farmer uamod 
Murreiy. Kizzy. by then in her 
seventies, w r as not pari üf the 
purchase, and the tragedy of 
fnmily separatie n among the 
Kin Les was repeated for the third 
time, After the Civil War ended 
and the slaves were freed, 
Cionrge moved his large family LO

In Henning, the blood of Kunta
